President Wilson has not lost any time in replying to the quali- 
fied acceptance by the German government of the principles laid 
down by him as a basis of peace negotiations, And in his reply he 
has left nothing to be misunderstood, Devious diplomacy is alto 
gether missing. 

Germany wanted 

1, An immediate armistice 

2. Peace negotiations by the existing German government on 
such basis as would acknowledge Germany unbeaten in the field. 

As to an armistice : 

President Wilson replies that in view of the alleged change from 
autocratic to democratic government in Germany; in view of the 
solemn declaration that the German government had unreservedly ac 
cepted the principles of settlement laid down by him in’ January 
last; and in view of the explicit promise that hereafter the German 
government would observe the rules of civilized warfare on land and 
sea, he is willing to discuss with the other Entente Allies the subject 
of an armistice with Germany—but only on such conditions as would 
render a renewal of hostilities by Germany impossible. 

As to peace negotiations his reply is: 

That he is not satisfied that in dealing with the present German 
government the Allies would be dealing with the German people. He
